SARCASM FOR THE 1 RITISH LION. 


Representative Rob nson of New 
Tork has made a good deal of fun by 
his furious tirades against England. 
To-day he referred to the constitu- 
tional provision which forbids any one 
taking Senators or Representatives to 
task for anything said in debate. He 
stated that in January Lionel Sack- 
ville West, the British Minister, had 
criticised the remarks made by Robin- 
son, and expressed to Secretary Fre- 
linghuysen his disapprobation of the 
resolution of the Committee on Foraigo 
Affairs. He oftered a resolution direct- 
ing the Sécretary of State to say 
whether the British Minister had sug- 
gested any punishment for such mem- 
bers as spoke without his permission; 
whether he had suggested that a Brit- 
ish censor. be appointed to revise 
speeches before they are delivered; 
whether he suggested some person to 
give soothing-syrup to the British lion | 
when disturbed by the American 
Eagle, and whether he wished the 
New York Tribune to be recognized 
as the British organ in the United 
States to the injustice of the Times, 


and whether the minister thought that 
because we saluted the British flag at 
Yorktown we bad pulled down our 


own. 
THE DENVEW EXPOSITION. 

Indicative of the great interest being 
taken by Estern parties regarding 
the National Mining Exposition, 
which opens at Denver in August next, 
the following is taken from the Chi- 
cio Mining Review: From all 
quirters reports continue to come in 
showing that the interest in the ap 
pronching Denver Exposition is wide- 
spread and general. Colorado will 
probably be able to make the most 
complete exhibition, but the collection 
from other States and Territories will 
be valuable and interesting. Will Ne- 
vada not take steps to be properly 
represented? It is high time that 
something should be done. 

The Enterprise asks if Novada is 
satisfied to take an insignificant posi- 
tion in the exposition. Te do so would 
be to invite capital to stay away from 
Nevada iustead of coming here to aid 
in the magnificent developments of 
which the State is capable. If public 
funds sre not available for the purpose 
of sending suitable specimens there 
should certainly be sufficient private 
enterprise left in the State te secure 
that end. The Gazetr« will join with 
its contemporaries in contributions of 
space, preaching, and its proportion of 
subscriptions if any movement can be 
organized. 

Nothing shows the growth of a 
great city mere accurately than the 
condition of its banks. The thirty- 
eighth semi-annual statement of the 
Pacific Bank of San Francisco is 
issued, and not only shows the coun- 
try to-be in good condition, but that 
the bank itself is growing in strength 
and importance. It has resources 
amounting to $3,750,000, of which 
nearly half is coin and United States 
bonds. Its capital is %1,000,000 and 
its. surplus nearly $500,100. Dr. Me- 
Donald may well take pride in his 
career ns u banker, as this is the best 
statement the dank has ever made. 


The project of connecting the Mis 
sissippi with the great lakes via the 
Illinois and Chicago rivers is constantly 
gaining ground.

Senator Miller’s Horse Trade. 
Wasurneton, July 2. 

To-day a writer for the Sunday 
Herald, of Washington, tells the fol- 
lowing story about Senator Miller of 
California: Miller bought a fine borse 
the other day for $1,200, and got 
stuck badly by one of the Washington 
horse-dealers. The first day he went 
driving the horse .kicked the dash- 
board off the buggy and nearly killed 
Miller. He got to talking to me about 
the horse, and I told him if he would 
give me five dollars a day for ten days 
{ would go to a bhorse-trainer and have 
him properly trained. Miller agreed, 
so I took the horse to the racetrack, 
here my old friend Joe McKibler 
has charge of things. I saw an old 
darkey ‘with a big track-roller, and 
asked him what he woulc give me for 
the use of the horse. He said four 
dollars a day; so I hooked the horse 
up in the big shafts and let him go. 
I was out there the other day, and the 
old darkey had to whip him to make 
him go along. III bet he’ll be gentle 
enough when Miller gets him back. 
In this way I get five dollars and a 
half a dey for having the horse 
trained. 


The Cunning Chinese. 
WasHINGTON, July 2. 

The Cabinet secretly considered the 
propriety of the request made by the 
Chinese minister to allow of the pass- 
age through this country, en route to 
China, of 60,000 coolies from Cuba. 
Is was affirmed that great hardship 
and expense would accrue’ to them if 
they were not allowed to take this 
route. The executive positively de- 
nied the request. With the usual ig- 
nerance of facts and diplomatic false- 
heod the astute celestials here con- 
tinue to descant lustily on the wrong 
done coolie men and brothers. It was 
said that the Chinese Cuban laborers 
would have to return home by way of 
England. Every one of them went to 
Cuba by ship from Hongkong to Pa- 
nama; crossed the Isthmus and thence 
by vessel across the Carribean Sea to 
Cuba, Why, then, could they not 
return this way? This shows in what 
manner and how shrewdly the Chinese 
are endeavoring to circumvent the 
law. If Cuban coolies should be 
allowed to pash through, by far the 
larger proportion of them would re- 
main here.

New York, July 8. 
The Tribune has a long interview 
with Crocker, who tells the story of 
the suit brought by Mrs. Colton. It 
closes as follows: “Settlement was 
made by her husband's warm personal 
friend, Wilson, and by Tevis, one of 
the sharpest business men in Califor- 
nia, thoroughly devoted to her service.

I am giad ef an oppor- 
tunity to place the true facts of the 
case before the public.”
